name. We are slowly snapping out of it, but still it sounds 
odd to have one authority predict that the coming winter 
and spring will be one of the best seasons the accessory side 
of the automotive industry ever has seen. 

“Why?” said H. H. Crawfard, vice-president in charge 
of sales of the Pines Winterfront Company, who divides his 
time between the Chicago factory and his Detroit office here 
in the Fisher Building. “Because in an off year the acces- 
sory business always flourishes. I know it does in my line, 
and the tire people will tell you the same thing. Take it 
before the depression struck us. Then the market for de- 
tachable shutters was slow. The owners of old cars felt 
flush and abstained from buying a detachable shutter be- 
cause they anticipated buying new cars with built-in shut- 
ters. Then Old Man Gloom took the helm and the optimists 
became pessimists, and decided that, after all, the old cars 
would do for another year. But they felt they must have 
shutters, so they are coming into the market and will buy 
our adjustable type. Never before have we had such a 
bright outlook in the accessory line. 

“It is about the same with tires. In prosperous times 
the original owner of the car never buys new tires, because 
he figures on buying a new car before his rubber wears out. 
But, with the depression on, he decides to make the old ear 
do, and he goes out and buys a new set of tires to carry him 
through to prosperity. In this frame of mind, he buys many 
accessories and fixes up the car in a way he wouldn’t think 
joe doing before. 

“Another thing that is going to make the accessory 
business extra good from now on is the new outlet that has 
| been created through these thousands of super-service sta- 
tions that are being opened on every side. They are going to 
‘be, and are, big seeenar' for = taeda manufacturers.” 


R. CRAWFORD tells “a that the Pines Winterfront 
Company has made a decided shift in dropping the 
horizontal type of shutter for the vertical type. The latter 
has hitherto been used only on built-in jobs; that is, installed 
| by the manufacturers, among which are included Hupmo- 
bile, Nash, Marmon, the big Willys-Knight, Duesenberg, 
Cord, Pierce-Arrow, Peerless, Stutz, Checker cab and 
others, but now the vertical also will be used on the detach- 
able type, such as sold by accessory dealers. A new idea 
not found in the built-in, but which is a feature of the de- 
tachable, is a device which permits the owner to close the 
shutter while the car is standing, thus retaining the heat. 
This is worked by means of a button. When the car is 
started the shutter opens automatically. 

Prices have been reduced on the detachable type. The 
smaller model now sells for $15 instead of $17 and $20, while 
the larger one has been reduced from $24.50 to $20. The 
detachable has a big market, for the built-in type is found 
only on cars above the $1,000 price. Added to this market 
are the old shutterless cars of all prices.

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‘August Production 


STIMATES of motor vehicle production in August from 
usually accurate sources placed the total at about 300,- 

000 units. When the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce made its official announcement there was some 
surprise to find that 240,000 units had been the limit for 
August. It had been assumed that the opening of the Ford 
plant in Detroit on August 4 and of other large production 


factories at about the same time, after vacation and inven- | 


tory shut-downs, would lift output a little higher.

However, the manufacturers again demonstrated their 
determination to hold production strictly in line with de- 
mand. As a matter of fact, when we get sales totals for 
August, which will be about a month hence, we may pos- 
sibly, indeed probably, find that sales were higher than pro- 
ductien. in 

> The real significance of this conservative manufactur- 
ing, as we have pointed out before, lies in the opportunity 
it has afforded dealers to clear stocks and keep their’ busi- 
ness in‘a liquid condition. This will make it inevitable that 
when the revival in buying starts automobile dealers will be 
among the earliest to get the full benefit of it. 

A fact in connection with the condition noted above, 
and sométhing that frequently escapes notice, is the reaction 
that occurs in the used car division of dealer activity. As 
the new car stocks have decreased, used car stocks have kept 
pace with them. Reports from Automotive Daily News cor- 
respondents in all parts of the country emphasize this. fact. 
As a matter of fact, the improved condition in the used car 
field is probably even more important than the shrinkage of 
new car stocks. In every department the automotive dealer 
organization has cleared decks for action. Bring on your 
buyers! 


Ringing Doorbells 
N the northern section of New Jersey there is a dealer, 
who must unfortunately be nameless, with a star sales- 
man, who must also go unmentioned by name. We think 
this is just false modesty, but so they will have it. 

We happened in on this place of business not long since 
and the dealer told us that he had a salesman who had com- 
piled a remarkable record this year. Such a statement this 
year is strange enough to make any editorial man prick up 
his ears. The dealer explained that this man had been his 
high salesman in 1929, with what he considered a remark- 
able record of sales for a car in the class handled. But in 
spite of the lofty mark he had to shoot at, he had topped it in 
1930. We marveled properly. 

Then the star salesman in person appeared. We asked 
him how he had managed to do it in a year when almost 
every form of selling is off. He smiled and answered: “Just 
by ringing more doorbells than I did last year.” 

Later he showed us his method of planning a sales cam- 
paign. He had a prospect list, embodying the make and 
model that every potential customer was driving. He had 
notes, in many cases showing when the cars had been in the 
service station and what repairs had been made. He knew 
to a dot what condition each owner’s vehicle was in and had 
a pretty accurate idea of just when each was likely to give 
trouble. He rang the doorbells of “hot” customers, so to 
speak, and he certainly has done it to good purpose in a year 
when most selling lagged. 

One of the first things that Coste, after his Paris-to-New 
York flight, told interviewers was that preparation had been 
the real secret of success. The same thing applies to ring- 
ing doorbells. If a salesman could ring all the doorbells in 
the world the law of averages would bring business, Unfor- 
tunately he cannet, and the salesman who-prepayes intelli- 

gently and then rings doorbells is going to be the star.

The gains in the price averages | 


were fractional, howevef, with the 
average price of sixty representative 
motor shares advancing .14 of 1 
point to 28.14. The passenger car 
group, twenty stocks, advanced .65 
of 1 point to 28, while the twenty 
accessory and equipment shares 
were off .12 of a point to 30.88. The 
rubbers and trucks advanced frac- 
tionally. 

One of the most favorable busi- 
ness signs of the past week was the 
improvement in the tone of the 
scrap steel market. Prices were 
higher and apparently more certain. 
The gain was sufficient to indicate 
larger operations in the steel mills, 
from whence comes the demand for 
scrap steel. 

One of the outstanding features 
of the stock market in the past week 
was the advance of 14 points by 
Auburn Automobile Company’s com- 
mon shares on the New York Stock 
Exchange. The shares closed the 
week at 125, as compared with 111 
in the preceding week. This ad- 
vance led to various rumors, none 
of which could be confirmed. Au- 
burn was mentioned in connection 
with a possible merger and some of 
the rumors had to do with new 
products. It will be recalled that 
Wall Street was flooded with.-Au- 
burn rumors last year when the 
stock made a sensational advance. 
None of the more sensational stories 
of that time materialized. 

General Motors continued to be a 
favorite with brokerage houses in 
Wall Street, and has been mentioned 
more prominently than any other 
issue within the past few weeks. 

Tobey & Kirk, Stock Exchange 
house, has the following to say 
about the action of the entire se- 
curity market within the past week: 

“Transactions in the stock mar- 
ket during the week have developed 
further irregular price movements, 
with a considerable number both of 
new high and new low prices for 
the year. Many pivotal stocks had 
moved up substantially and efforts 
to take profits caused reactions of 
some importance through the gen- 
eral list. 

“General business indices are 
more encouraging, but there is a 
distinct tendency to discriminate 
between normal seasonal improve-. 
ment and such recoveries as would 
definitely mark an end of the in- 
dustrial depression. Outcome of the 
situation in this latter respect is 
not clearly defined, but in the end 
conditions must improve substan- 
tially.

Joplin Repair ‘Basie 


Booms as Result of 
Safety Campaign 


Joplin, Mo., Sept. 8.—Garage and! 


repairmen of Joplin had more busi- 
ness than they -could handle last 
week when a four-day safety cam- 
paign was conducted here by the 
Automobile Club of Missouri. During 
the four days 1,237 motor cars, 
owned by Joplin and district resi- 
dents were examined at “Safety 
Lane,” a street set aside for the 
free inspections. 

Repair business was boomed when 
all but 123 of the cars were found 
to have some defect which affected 
their mechanical operation. In an 


effort to obtain the “O. K.” stickers| 


offered by the automobile club for 
cars found satisfactory in all parts, 
motorists rushed to garages and 
repair places to have adjustments 
made. 

Analysis of the defects checked 
by mechanics aided by highly spe- 
cialized inspecting devices revealed 
that headlight troubles were the 
most frequent. During the four 
days, 856 cars were found to have 
defective headlights, chiefly inac- 
curate as to elevation and focus. 
Unsatisfactory brakes ran a close 
second in the list of needed correc- 
tions. There were 739 cars whose 
brakes were unequal in balance, be- 
low standard or otherwise de- 
fective. 

Other adjustments recommended 
were as follows: Wheel alignment, 
383; sotp light, 321; tail light, 108; 
park light, 75; windshield wiper, 74; 
horn, 22; steering wheel, 57; rear 
Vision mirror, 19.

dull period in an effort to keep 
their business on a profit-making 
basis. In this respect many have
